Diphtheria.  Injections  are  free. 

6 .  INFANT  WELFARE. 


Meets  on  alternate  Fridays.  The  attendance  has  been 
good.  Current  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  have  been 
distributed  at  the  Centre.  Unf ortunateljr  new 

premises  had  to  be  found  which  are  not  as 
satisfactory  as  could  be  wished.  Practically 
all  the  work  is  done  by  voluntary  he leers  and 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Superintendent  and  the 
Staff  for  all  they  do. 


7 .  NURSES . 


Two  Queens  Nurses,  under  the  Portishead  and  District 
Nursing  Association,  do  all  the  General  Nursing  and 
Midwifery  for  the  Urban  District  and  surrounding 
area.  Their  work  is  of  the  highest  order.  A  Staff 
of  full  time  and  voluntary  nurses  is  at  the  First 
Aid  Post;  they'  are  most  efficient  and  can  be  relied 
on  to  deal  with  any  emergency. 


6.  AMBULANCES. 


There  are  two  St.John  Ambulances  available.  They 
have  answered  many  calls  and  turn  out  well  and 
quickly.  They  deserve  the  support  of  all  Residents.
